THE RUSSIAN WAR VICTIMS FUND. 

WE understand that the situation which has arisen owing to the 
connection set up between the Jewish 
missionary-tainted organisation at Edinburgh has been the subject of 
consideration at a conference that has taken place 
between representatives of the two bodies. This conference, 
we believe, will result in the ending, in one way or another, of 
the association referred to, and although some little time is necessary 
to adjust matters we have sufficient confidence in the wisdom and 
rectitude of the gentlemen connected with the Jewish Fund to beassured 
that, now all the facts are before them, they will do everything needful 
to settle the whole matter in a manner consonant with the true 
We may point out that Mr, 
N. SIMON, B.L., the Hon. Secretary of the Edinburgh Jewish 
Representative Council has, so we are informed, severed his connec- 
tion with that body owing to its having entered into certain arrange 
ments with the Edinburgh Fund—Mr. Levison’s conversion-tainted 


organisation. 


OUR FOUR HUNDRED ORPHANS. 


IN these days of multiplying,‘appeals it is natural to scan with 
sterner care than‘ever the requests for assistance that pour in from many 
quarters. But there is one that nobody will challenge, for it passes 
readily to every heart—we mean the appeal that has come from the 
Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum. This institution, ever a favourite 
and deservedly so, in our community, now finds it imperative to seek 
assistance. Evenin normal years it cannot make both ends meet, 
and is compelled to eke out its resources by means of periodical 
public collections. But in recent months, with the cost of necessities 
rising, its difficulties have been gravely aggravated; and, to put it 
shortly, the Institution is at present heavily in debt to its bankers and 
has no funds with which to carry on its work—a source of grave 
anxiety which no one will envy the good people who manage its 
affairs. In the circumstances, the community must do one of two 
things. It must either diminish in some way the four hundred 
motherless and fatherless children who are sheltered in the school, or it 
must do as it has always cheerily done—come to the help of 
the Institution and provide the £17,000 it needs. There is 
really no practical option. The community must rescue the 
Orphan Asylum with the least possible delay from its present straits. 
We have all been very proud of the Norwood Asylum, and have 
taken a hearty, and almost parental, interest in its four hundred 
inmates. There is surely not a heart among us that would not’ be 
saddened at the thought of any cramping limit being placed upon so 
noble a work, or of the shadow of want descending upon the 
splendidly-conducted institution, and its big family—the community's 
family—gathered in from the many bereaved homes jin our midst. 
At a time when Jews have subscribed to so many other compassionate 
funds they will not, we are convinced, begrudge their support to this 
Jewish institution. The Managing Committeefof this Jewish orphan- 
age have done their best to economise, in the present unhappy condi. 


tions. Let the community make up its mind to see it through its 
troubles until happier days dawn. | 


THE HON. MAYER SULZBERGER.

But its good record, and the increasing responsibilities which will fall 
upon it when the war is over, should stimulate a generous community 
to make very short work of such a deficiency and to keep the Union's

IT seems that five Jews were elected among the representatives 
from’ Salonika during the recent Greek Parliamentary contest—if 
‘contest’”’ it can be called.

LIABLE TO CONSCRIPTION. 


foreign birth will be liable to conscription under the Government Bill, and it may 
therefore be as well to give a definite statement on the point. All young men 
who were born abroad and who have become naturalised British subjects either 
on their own account or through their fathers becoming naturalised will be liable 
to serve. But young men born abroad, no matter how long they have lived in 
this country provided they have not been naturalised and provided their fathers 
were not naturalised, will not be liable to serve.

JEWISH IMMIGRATION IN AMERICA. 


A TERRIBLE PERSONAL. NARRATIVE, 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
NEW YORK. 

A new Jewish immigration from Russia has set in during the last month, and 
nearly every day Russian Jews are arriving in Seattle (near San pag ong om 
from there they travel to New York. Most of these immigrants are “en 
and Lithuanian Jews, who had to leave their homes after the Russian retreat from 
Galicia. They all arrived here ina most pitiful state. The Hebrew Shelteriny 
and Aid Society, with headquarters in New York and with branches along the 
American coast, is taking care of the immigrants after their arrival and is tryin 
to find work for them. | | 

I met recently some of these poor Jews who had travelled from four to five 
months to reach the United States, and they gave mea description of what thg 
experienced prior to leaving their homes before the German hosts and during tyf.: 
wanderings. One of them, the son of a well-known Russian Rabbi, when askec 
how the war affected the Russian Jews, said :— ae | 

“The loss in actual value that the Poles and Russians have suffered during 
the last sixteen months is estimated to be about two milliard roubles, | More thar 
five hundred Jewish cities and townlets in Poland and Lithuania have been wiped 
out from the face of the earth, and the population of those Jewish cities which 
remained intact have been decimated- by hunger, cold, and disease. Only a 
few Jewish cities in the Pale of Settlement have remained intact; most o! 
them have been wholly or partly destroyed by the gun‘fire of the belligerents 
The better classes of Russian Jewry, especially those of Moscow and Petrograd 
are fully alive to the situation and are doing their utmost to reduce the suffering 
of their corelig:ionists. hey have already spent more than seven million rouble: 
and ave ready to give still more.” , 

Though the immigrants, to whom I spoke on the subject belong to the lower 
classes—they were mostly artisans and small tradesmen—they all told the same 
story of the horrors they experienced. All of them .agree that when the wa: 
broke out all the Russian Jews manifested an indescribable patriotic enthusiasm 
for Russia. They also agree that after the war an emigration from Russia on a: 
big scale is bound to set in and that vast numbers of Russ.an Jews will leave for 
oversea countries.

The Progressive Jloc has utilised the discussion. of the estimates of the 


Ministry of the Interior in the Budget Committee in order to challenge the 
Government's internal policy. Questions were addressed to the Ministry on 
its benevolent attitude towards the recent Real Russian Conferences in contra- 
distinction to its refusal to permit Liberal gatherings. Professor Miliukoff com- 
plained of the withdrawal of the circular permitting Jewish refugees to stay in 
the two capitals for a short time. In his opimion, the new Jewish settlers outside 
the Pale were treated as though they possessed only temporary rights of domicile. 
Many of the plans of Prince Tcherbatott with regard to the Jewish problem were 
dropped, the Yiddish Press was not allowed to reappear, and the censor created 
difficulties even in the case of Hebrew quotations from the Bible. The Minister 
of the Interior, in his reply, denied hostility to Jews, and assured the deputies 
that he was interpreting Prince Tcherbatott's circular (opening the towns outside 
the Pale to Jews) in the widest sense within the limits of the regulations. 

Speaking to a Jewish deputation, the Minister of the Interior stated that he 
was anxious that Jewish shopkeepers should spread outside the Pale as they were 


a guarantee for low prices for food.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE WITH 
PROFESSOR HENRI M. LEON, M.A., Ph.D., LL.D., F.S.P. 


LL sorts of leaps and contortions, twists and jumps, wrigglings and 
shufflings are now taking place in the Balkan theatre of quick- 
change, sensational, war-drama. Hardly a day passes without 
our witnessing the process of transformation in political and 

social geography going on before our very eyes, the territorial scenes 

being changed, by our stage-managing diplomatists, at a moment’s notice. 

In this new “war zone” we are again 

The centre of Jewish suffering has for 
the moment shifted from Wester to 
Eastern Europe.

Like him 
we may have to say, “ Roll up the map of 
Jewry, for a new one will be needed after 
the war.”’

who was a close friend of the ex-Sultan 
Abdul Hamid, namely, Professor Henri M. 
Léon; hence he has some important inform- 
ation to convey about our brethren in the 
Eastern war area, which may be of great 
significance to our people throughout the 
W orld. 

Professor Léon was for many years tutor totwo of the Turkish Princes, 
sons of the ex-Sultan Abdul Hamid, and also Professor of Science at the 
Imperial University of Constantinople. He was frequently employed by 
the then Sultan on matters of a confidential nature, which thus brought 
him into close contact with that potentate almost daily. The numerous 
had with the ex-Sultan, wita whom 
he was persona grata, showed that Abdul was particularly well disposed 
towards the Jews. 

-Arepresentative of the JewisH CHRONICLE had an opportunity of 
interviewing Professor Léon last week, and at the same time had the 
unique and signal privilege of seeing the decorations that he had received 
from the ex-Sultan. The following are only a few of them: the Order 
of Osmanieh (Second Class), the Order of Medjidieh (Second Class), the 
Order of Imtiaz (gold medal and clasp, and silver medal with clasp), the 
Order of Iftiahar, and a special Medaille des Beaux Arts. 

ABDUL HAMID AND THE JEWS. 


On our representative asking Professor Léon as to the attitude of the 
ex-Sultan towards the Jews, he said :— 

His Majesty was specially interested in the question of the settle- 
ment of Jews in Palestine. It is not generally known, but the Sheikh-U1.- 
Islam for the British Isles was authorised by the Sultan to attend Zionist 
meetings in Great Britain and to encourage the idea of a settlement in 
Palestine. The Sultan himself sent a private commission of three persons 
to Palestine, of which I happened to be a member, to report as to where 
suitable places could be fouhd for settlements of Jews, and where railways 
could be constructed with advantage. 

HIS SCHEME. 
~The Sultan's idea was that he would grant concessions for the 
construction of three railways ia Palestine, the money for these to be

coreligionists for the construction of the railways, and that they should 
have the right of control for seventy-five years, reaping all the profits. At 
the end of that period the railways were to become State property. All the 
materials for construction were to be brought in free of duty. On each 
side of the line two kilometres were to be the property of the concession- 
naires for purposes of settlement; and at every 10 kilometres they were to 
have an area of 5 kilometres square for the construction of a town. The 
Government was to have the right of moving troops and military stores 
over the railways, and mails were to be conveyed free of charge. 


5,000 JEWS TO SETTLE YEARLY. 

“5.000 Jews were to be allowed to settle on the land yearly, but on the 
express condition that they undertook to become Ottoman subjects and that 
they took out papers of Naturalisation. Failing this, they were to be 
repatriated at the expense of the concessionnaires.”’ 

| ® THE: REASONS. FAILURE. 

How is it that the scheme did not come to fruition ? e 

“The scheme fell through simply in consequence of the difficulties 
which arose through the Sultan not being master in his own house, and 
through the numerous Treaties and Concessions which had then been given 
to the European Nations, and which entitled those European Powers to 
claim..and. exercise what. was termed extra territorial. jurisdiction.’ 
their subjects. The Treaties also provided that the subjects of another 
Power could not become Ottoman subjects without notice being first given 
to the country to which they originally held allegiance, and which had the 
power of refusing its consent to its subjects accepting Ottoman nationality 
It was consequently pointed out to the Sultan by some of ‘his Ministers 
that by allowing so many additional foreign subjects in Palestine he was 
creating many more hornets’ nests for himself, and that he was sivine 
further opportunity to the European Powers still more to interfere in the 
internal affairs of the Empire. So the scheme was dropped,” 

THE PROTECTOR OF THE JEWS. 


Continuing, Professor Léon said: “It may be mentioned that the eXx- 
Sultan's attention was first drawn to the question of repatriation of Jews to

Palestine through the influx of the Jews from Eastern Europe. The late 
Professor Arminius Vambéry, who was a personal friend of mine, was the 
man who introduced the late Dr. Theodore Herzl to His Majesty.” 

On our representative raising the question of Vambéry’s conversion to 
Christianity, Professor Léon immediately scouted the idea of Vambéry ever 
having embraced Christianity. Many papers had circulated a report of the 
conversion, but, Dr. Léon said, he knew otherwise. 

Resuming his interesting account of the Sultan’s feelings towards the 
Jews, Professor Léon said: “The Sultan was much impressed by the 
industry of the Jews. On one occasion he said to me, ‘I should like to go 
down in the pages of history, as doth my ancestor, Sultan Selim, as the 
Protector of the Jews. When they were persecuted in and expelled from 
Spain he threw open the doors of Turkey to the Jews, and I should equally 
like to throw open the portals of my Empire to those Jews who are perse- 
cuted elsewhere.’ ” 

“When the great fire took place at Salonika and many Jews were 
rendered homeless the Sultan ordered a new quarter of the town to be 
built, with a fine wide boulevard, in order that employment might be pro- 
vided for those who had been made destitute by the fire. The expenses 
were borne by his privy purse, and he also gave large sums of money for 
the relief of the sutterers, who were principally Jews. 


JEWS IN SALONIKBA. 


“Out of a population of 175,000, Salonika, under the ex-Sultan, had 
90,000 Jews. The largest Jewish centres are at Constantinople, Smyrna, 
Adrianople, Beyrout, Damascus, Brusa. In what was European Turkey there 


were also small Jewish centres in Monastir, Seres, Drama, Cavalla, Uskup, 


and Dedeagatch. At Salonika, some years ago, several chief officers of the 
police were Jews, among others Davoud Effendi, who was not only 
decorated by the Sultan for his faithful services but also by the King of 
Serbia. The Jews had three newspapers, one in Hebrew, another in 
Turkish, and a third in Ladino ithe vernacular of the Sephardi community 
—a dialect of old Castile.) All grades of social life were here microcosmi- 
cally represented, from fishermen to bankers, from hamals (luggage 
porters) to merchant princes, from pedlars and hawkers to Government 
officials. Many others .occupied high positions as lawyers, doctors, 
engineers and photographers ‘as such they had practically a monopoly.) 
The Banque de Salonique, which had branches in various parts of the 
Ottoman I:mpire, was entirely controlled by Jews. | 
THE CRYPTIC JEWS OR DONMEHS. 

One curious feature of Jewish life in Salonika was the existence ot a 

community, who were racially Jews, but who had adopted, to a certain 
extent, the Islamic faith. Nominally they were Moslems, but they also 
retained many Jewish customs, particularly that of infantile circumcision 
(Moslems also practise circumcision, but at the age of 13 years). 
Jews occupied important positions in the Palace. One of the Sultan's own 
physicians was a Jew. His dentist and the Master of the Robes (Fitas 
Bey), and many in the translation department and other branches of the 
Civil Service were also Jews. |

JEWS ELBOWED OUT BY THE YOUNG TURKS. 
“After the Revolution a great change ensued; for although 
it was known that many prominent Jews had taken an active part 


in the schemes of reform, and for a time positions were given to 
them, they were gradually elbowed out all the same. Having 
been shut out from communication with Turkey since the declaration 
of war, I cannot say with accuracy what is really taking place. As 1s well 
known, Turkey had a good many foreign subjects before the war, and many 
of these must have suttered very heavily; even before the declaration of 
war, food had run up to famine prices. What must it be hke now? The 


work of the Jewish colonists for the last thirty. years seems to have tragi- 


cally received a blow on the head. A good inany of them, owing to not 
having naturalised themselves. in time, had to flee from the country. 
Here I must pay a tribute to the generous action of Mr. Morgenthau, the 
American Jewish Ambassador to Turkey, whose work on behalf of the 
Palestine refugees will never be torgotten by our people. His name will 
surely go down to posterity as a‘ Real Jew." What will be the prospects 
of future Jewish colonisation in Palestine after the war? One cannot say. 
At present, not only we Jews are being boiled down, but the whole of 
Europe is in the melting pot. And who knows but that the agony of Israel 
in Europe may yet be all to the good.”’ 


JEWS .IN THE BALKAN STATES. 
How were Jews treated in the various Balkan States ? 

‘Well, I must say that after the last Balkan wars there was an honest 
attempt by the former belligerent States to recognise the Jewish civic status, 
and so Jews were granted political rights equally with those of other 
members of the various States in which they lived. The Bulgarians 
treated the Jews well, but Serbia was as a good ‘father’ to them all. 
Rumania, with its wonted, flagrant breaches of the Berlin Treaty, has 
recently issued an order of * Expulsion of all Jews’ from the frontiers 
bordering on Austria and Bulgaria, though Jewish Reservists have been called 
up in connection with the partial mobilisation decree. In Greece the 
Jewish position is somewhat different. Salonika is not what it was 
Thousands of Jews, during the wars, fled to Constantinople out of fear of 
the Greeks. It must be remembered that in the Balkans. the Jews, Greeks 
and Armenians are keen competitors and rivals in the fields of com merce 
and finance. Though M. Venizelos, the ex-Premier, had promised the Jews 
in Salonika and those of other newly-conquered territories that he would 
respect the liberties they possessed under their former régime, and

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the experiences of Jewish traders in the siege of, Detroit, 1763. At the 
commencement of the Iridian war of that year, again, a Jewish trader was 
caught by the Indians. Here is the story of what followed :-— 

Tied to the stake and the fire burning by his side . . , he begged that 
some drink be given to him. . . . A bowl of pottage was brought , 
The liquid being very hot, he was dreadfully scalded. He threw the 
bowl with its contents in the face of the man who handed it tohim, ‘' He ts 
mad! He is mad!” resounded from all quarters. The bystanders considered 
his conduct as an act of insanity, and immediately untied the cords with which 
he was bound and let him go where he pleased. 


One remembers how King David escaped from peril by assuming madness. 
Bold, too, were the overseas ventures of the Gratz brothers, with privateers 
far more troublesome, but much more humane, than are the submarines 
to-day. How Jews.themselves participated in privateering in the eighteenth 
century is told in an essay by Leon Hihner. How readily Jews 
acclimatise themselves to national conditions is revealed moreover in Lee 
M. Friedman’s papers on “ Wills of early Jewish Settlers in New York.” 
We find Jews owning slaves, but also in their wills freeing some of them 


“from the yoke of slavery” as a reward for fidelity. Perhaps most arresting 


in the whole of the Gratz narrztive is the fact. that the fur trade should 


involve its promoters in politics, in the opening out not only of Illinois and 


Indiana but also of the West, especially from Kentucky. The Gratz 
brothers are interesting, too, as a link between the Jewries of England and 
America. In other ways the new American volume touches English 
life. The story of Jamaica and Barbados, in the reign of William III., 
especially the Jife of the chemist, David Lindo (told by Alicia Lindo), and 
the career of Ezekiel Hart in Canada’ (recorded by Julius Price), are cases 
in point. 
Friedenberg on the material of American. historical interest preserved in 
foreign archives. Systematic research in this direction ought to prove 
uacommonly fruitful. 

No doubt, a good deal of the material published by Historical Societies 
consists of the curious rather than the important. Curiosities, however, 
are often amusing if only occasionally instructive. The Observer of 
December 12th had this paragraph: “ To save expenditure in printing, the 
Northfleet (Kent) Urban Council have decided not to punctuate the official 
reports of their proceedings. In the last record not a single comma or full 
stop appear.”’ Very amusing! But it is an old joke. In his drama 
‘Jewry in a Fix,’ written in 1811, Solbrig introducés a Jewish merchant 
who, under pressure of the economy imposed by the Seven Years’ War, 
reports that he had ordered his clerks not to dot their 7's. The firm saved 
100,000 thalers a year in ink! Digging into the past gives us many such 


langhs at the expense of the present. It also explains the present 
in more serious aspects. Professor Morris Jastrow’s book 
on the Civilisation of Babylon (Lippincott’s) is a thorough treat- 


ment of its topic: very attractive is his section on art, in which he 
shows how Babylonia affected future artistic development to an extent 
seldom realised.

To come nearer home, it is clear that at 
the least history provides the background of. the present, as is well 
shown in Professor Israel Friedlander’s work on the “ Jews of Russia and 
Poland” (Putnam’s). He gives as.sub-title the phrase “ A Bird's-eye View 
of their History and Culture’’; but the book is much more, for as an acute 
critic has said of it: *’ Dr. Friedlander’s book will be of material assistance 
to the statesman who will determine what the status of the Jews shall be, 
by giving in brief form a résumé of the history and culture of the Polish 
and Russian Jewry to date.” 

Even in these days of international dissension, it is surprising that 
nations attempt so often to settle their problems without reference to 
foreign experiences. Thus the religious problem in the American schools 
is being discussed (round what is known as the Gary system) as thouch 
England had no warnings to administer. How difficult it is to teach 
religion in the ordinary schools is incidentally illustrated in Mr. Roger 
Wray’s romance, the “ Soul of the Teacher’? (Chapman and Hall.) The 
author describes a lesson given by the hero on the Sermon on tie Mount, 
and holds that hero aggrieved because the headmaster objected to the 
method used. But in point of fact the Head was absolutely right... Tie 
teacher was vitiating truth by his utterly unfounded contrast between tiie 
old and the new faiths. Sinai, we are told, was moved by a shock; the 
mountain (in the Gospel story! “was beautiful in sunlight, the flowers 
sprang up, the sky was blue.” »© Now, if Mr. Wray’s hero can 
indeed tell us at what season of the year the Sermon on.the Mount (if it 
ever occurred) was delivered, he can do what no competent scholar has y:t 
succeeded in doing. Such teaching is bad through and through. it is full 
pitfalls, and though the headmaster’s reasons for objecting were 1 
perhaps the right ones. his objection was. sound. How diflerent was.t!:e 
method countenanced by Captain Loring, who died in recent fighting at t! « 
Dardanelles. Mr. Loring, as head of the Goldsmith’s Training College fir 
Teachers in New Crass, rendered many personal services to the Jewis. 
students under his charge. He told me once that the best book that he 
knew for teaching the Hebrew Scriptures was Mr. Montefiore’s “ Bible for 
Home Reading,’ which indeed he himself used. By the way, a word of 
general commendation is due to Dr. J. W. Thirtle’s new book on “ The 
Lord’s Prayer’’ (Morgan and Scott). It is written in a good spirit, thous:

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JEWISH MINISTERS AND 

JEWISH YOUNG PEOPLE. 

TO THE EDITOR.—From “° EX-YOUTH.” 


SiR,—In the letter under the above heading which you printed. 
from Mr. S. Goldreich last week, that gentleman states that “it was rather 
Startling to find that they (the young people whom he met) spoke of the cleryy 
with indifference or derision, saying that these functionaries did not share the:r 
intellectual, spiritual, or social life.” | 

Why should this be? Mr. Goldreich asks. The question, to me, seems easy 
to answer, if, thatis to say, all turns on that ambiguous word, “share.” Assuminy 
that, by that word is meant that the ministry and the young Jew are not spirity.! 
or intellectual “kin,” then I should be inclined humbly to deny the proposition, 
for the better-class of Jewish ministers_is, I believe, in the fullest sympathy wit! 
the intellectua] and spiritual aspirations of the better class Jewish youth. 

But if, by the word “share ’’ is meant that the ministers do not, as a mattcr 
of fact, take an actual part in the ‘‘ intellectual, spiritual, or social life” of the 
young people, that they do not come into brotherly contact and frequent com- 
munion with them, then I should be inclined to give much greater credence to the 
complaint which Mr. Goldreich reports. 

There is certainly not the intimacy and the mutual sympathy which shou!d 
exist between the pulpit and the young. This constitutes a fatal gap, and throush 
it pours away much of the life blood of the Community. 

One is tired of hearing chairmen at prize distributions enlarging on te 
importance td Judaism of the rising generation, and no doubt there is muh 
pulpiteering of the same jejune character. 

What one would prefer to see is a comradeship in arms between the minisiry 
and the young—a comradeship based upon the desire and anxiety of the clergy ‘o 
enter into the ideas and ambitions, the minds and the souls of the young men 
growing up around them, I have no doubt that something of the kind is dane by the 
ministry in connection with debating societies for example. But debating societies 
make a cold environment, and they lack the warm and intimate touch so necessary 
to establish real confidence and fellowship. What appears to me to be necessary, 
therefore, is that the synagogue should be made the centre of social iniercourse 


between minister and flock, and that the clergy should thus be enabled, ‘away 


from the formalities and conventionalities of the pulpit, to dive into the heart and 
thought of the young. In this way the minister and the “young people” would 
gradually grow to understand one another, to enter into one another's aspirations, 
and to work together eventually forthe common good. Thereshould not be a Lar- 
mitzvah who is allowed to drift out of the ambit and the influence of the minis‘er. 
With such a precaution, the gap of which I have spoken would cease to ext, 
and the young people would, I am convinced, speak of the clergy not with 
indifference or derision, but with “confidence and respect.” But it is ‘‘ up to the 
ministry ” to take the first step. :

THE REV. ISRAEL GREENBERG. 

We regret to announce the death of the Rev. Israel Greenberg, formerly 
Reader of the East London Synagogue, which took place on Saturday at his 
residence, 43, Bonham Road, Brixton Hill. Mr. Greenberg had been in failing 
health for some years and retired from office in 1912 on completion of twenty-two 
years’ service as Reader of the congregation, On his retirement he was the 
recipient of an illuminated address and a cheque from the members of the 
synagogue, but his impaired condition of health prevented him from attending 
the presentation, which was formally handed to his wife. In recent years Mr. 


_. Greenberg had been a confirmed invalid. Arrangements had been made for his 


spending the winter out of London, but he was unable to leave town and passed 
peacefully away, as stated, last Sabbath. Prior to his appointment at the East 
London Synagogue in 1890 Mr. Greenberg had acted as Reader of several of the 
minor synagogues in the metropolis, and for some years was temporary Reader of 
the old Hambro synagogue.In his early years he held the office of Chazan and 
Shochet of the Portsmouth congregation. The funeral took place at the Plashet 
Cemetery on Tuesday. The service was conducted by the Kevs. J. F. Stern, 
M. Signaiaewsky, and A. Mishcon, minister of the Brixton synagogue, who 
had been a constant visitor to Mr. Greenberg during his last illness. The Board 
of Management of the East London Synagogue was jrepresented by , Messrs. A.

THE LATE FRANK HAES. 
A TRIBUTE. 

One would have thought that the death of Frank Haes might have caused 
some one to write a biographical account of his life. He was born on 3rd January, 
1833, and his early life was devoted to photography. His studies were given to 
extraordinary subjects. His photographs of cathedrals and old churches were 
the subjects of much admiration. He entered a lion's den and took a photopraph 
of the lion ina particular position. The first zebra born in London was repro- 
duced on the camera. His medals and coins were of great interest. The medals 
and coins were so accurately photographed that on the screen they were said to 
be so perfect that one might pick them off. Frank Haes' father and grandfather 
were members of the Stock Exchange, who rendered financial service to the 
Portuguese Government. He was educated at Neumegen’s. School and was 
subsequently at Dr. Loewe’s School at Brighton. 
Australia, and on his return took an active part in securing the services of the 
Rev. A. B. Davis for the post of minister of the Sydney Hebrew Congregation. 
He for some time assisted Professor Petrie at University College in photo- 
graphing his Tollection of Egyptian antiquities. One matter of which he was 
very proud was his photograph of the coronation stone when the stone had been 
removed from the coronation chair to be examined by experts. 

But the crowning feature was his association with the Jewish Historical Society, 
of which he was Secretary and Treasurer. The famous catalogue to which he 
contributed many. photographs of. the contents of the Anglo-Jewish Exhibition, 
must be recognised as a monument to his artistic skill. Each department is 
represented, from Sepher Torah to spice box and Chanucah lamp; many of the 
Sepher dresses are skilfully depicted and the book is a valuable memorial of the 
Anglo-Jewish Exhibition. To the transactions of the society he contributed papers 
on Anglo-Jewish history, one of the best known being a lecture on Moyse Hall 
when he endeavoured to prove that it was not of Jewish origin. He also dealt 
with Lincoln and the Jews. who lived in that town. The list of photographs would 
reach an extraordinary length if fully compiled. In 1903 the Historical Society 
presented him with an address in which they said, “ your colleagues are desirous 
of offering this inadequate testimony to the worth of your performances.” 

Mr. Haes married Miss Valentine and had a family of nine children, six of 
whom survive him. His daughter, Alice, predeceased him only five days. That 
sorrow he never knew, and he passed away silently, quietly, and his remains lie 
next to his wife to whom he wasa devoted and affectionate husband. To her 
memory he erected a splendid drinking fountain at which animals could be 
refreshed on their long and sometimes tiresome journeys. His Jewish work will 
ever be remembered by all who are interested in Anglo-Jewish history.

SOUTH SHIELDS. 

The total amount subscribed to the Belgian Jewish Relief Fund by the South 
Shields Hebrew Congregation was just under £40. In addition, the congrega- 
tion has collected £37 for the Polish Fund, £32 to the Relief Fund for the Jewish 
Victims of ‘the War in Russia, £23 in response to the Yom Kippur appeal by 
the Rev. D. Rabbinovitch, and #3 in response to the Chanucah appeal. The 
total subscribed by the Jews of South Shields is £136; and it is pleasing to 
record that the good work continues—a work very creditable to a congragation 
of only about sixty all told. It should be added that the Committee of the South 
Shields Belgian Relief Fund also granted two donations amounting to /75 for the 
Belgian Jewish Fund in London, making a grand total of £211 that South Shields 
has subscribed to the various relief funds. : 

| NEWPORT AID COMMITTEE. 

Very creditable is the report issued by the Newport (Mon.) and District 
Jewish Refugees’ Aid Committee (in conjunction with the Local Belgian Refugees’ 
Committee). The report: shows that during the first year, from October 25th, 
1914, till October 24th, 1915, the Jewish community. numbering on'y some fifty 
families, collected £470,in addition to the large sums which have been and are 
being collected for other purposes. Practically every Jewish family in the district 
contributed, in donations ranging from 425 each by eight families to 3d. from 
one individual. The total expenditure was £407, and the year thus ended witha 
balance of £64. Not the least interesting feature of the work is the fact that the 
entire management charyes amounted to only about / 3.

Sir,—An organisation has been formed with the title.of ‘The Fighting 
Forces Book Council.” It is important to know that while this has the approval 
of the War Office, Colonial Oftice, and Board of Education, and of the High 
Commissioners of the Dominions beyond the seas, this organisation is intended to 
supplement, and not in any way to averlap, the existing organisations, such as the 
Camps’ Library, which is the recognised collecting and distributing depot for the 
books sent through the medium of the General Post Office, the Ked Cross, and 
St. John Ambulance War Library, which supplies the hospitals, and the Young 
Men'sChristian Association. Through the machinery of these various organisations, 
large quantities of books are being regularly supplied to the Forces in active 
servicé, naval and military:hospitals, and convalescent camps, both at home and 
abroad. The work done by these organisations is, however (mainly, if not 
entirely), that of distributing agents for the books generously supplied by the 
public.and sent by them through the Post Office or otherwise. These books are 
naturally of a miscellaneous kind and consist preponderantly of light fiction, and 
the enormous numbers of books issued to the troops (about 100,000 weekly) make 
any, systematic selection or classification impossible. 

Itfhas, however, been found that books of a more solid kind are largely asked 
for by an"immense number of educated men now in the military service of the 
Empire, who find themselves cut off from the studies in which they were engaged 
and which they are still anxious to pursue. 

- - The objects of “The Fighting Forces Book Council” will, therefore, be to 
try and meet this need, and at the same time to assist the existing organisations 
in every possible way. 

It proposes to :— 

(1) Raise funds for providing reading matter of the kind indicated above for HiS 
Majesty's Forces at home and abroad, including the wounded and convalescent and the 
British$prisoners of war. 

(2) Procure, by purchase or gift, books of this kind in sufficient quantities, and 
arrange for their distribution through the Camps’ Library to the various organisations 
and corps.’ 


(3) Draw up‘lists.of such books required by, or suitable for, various types of men. 
“The Fighting Forces Book Council” is pursuing these objects, not only in 


| : concert with’ the above-named organisation, but also with the support of the 
NATHAN.—Mrs. Sarah (otherwise Stella) Nathan, of The Royal.

THE CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTOR. 


‘UNJUSTIFIED SUPER-CONSCIENTIOUSNESS.”’ | 
TO THE EDITOR.—From Mr. J. GILBERT, 27, Lordship Park, N. 


Sir,—In your last issue, the “conscientious objection,” was referred to 
which some of our unmarried coreligionists are reported to have to serving 
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voluntarily in the Army. These scruples, it is stated, will be readily overcome, 


when alaw compelling them to enlist comes into force. I am inclined to think that 


the number of men who may have thought it opportune to plead such objection 
can only be a very insignificantly small one, and it seems difficult to believe that 
any competent Rabbis could possibly have given corroboration to such unjustified 
super-conscientiousness. We have noticed in the papers that quite a number of 
sons and relatives of Rabbis are serving in the army, which is nothing very 
astonishing, as one naturally expects our spiritual guides to lead the way in every 
movement concerning the welfare of the community and the country. 

Although Judaism, to an extent unrivalled by any other faith, is the religion 
of peace par excellence, as expressed in almost all our principal prayers, it has 
never gone so far as to preach peace at any price and has never sanctioned the 
cowardly shrinking from the duties of the individual towards the community or 
country. When Israel was exiled from its country and dispersed among the 
various nations, the divine watchword for the diaspora proclaimed by 
the prophet Jeremiah, was to “promote the welfare of the city, whither 
I. havé eaused you to be carried, to pray unto God for it, for in its 
welfare rests your own welfare.” No other divine law can, therefore, claim 


paramountcy above this bidding, which of course not only implies a warning to_ 


abide strictly by the laws of the country, but, above all, to be ready at all times to 
serve the country with our heart and soul, to sacrifice joyfully our fortune, our 
physical and intellectual strength, and, if necessary, even our life in the defence of 
the country demands it. And what could be nobler than to offer one’s might and 
life on the altar of humanity for the protection of the homes of our dear ones and 
for the repression of that most dangerous monster of Prussian militarism, which is 
trying to subdue and enslave humanity. 

How inconsistent it would be, therefore, to plead “‘ conscientious objection,” 
like violation of the Sabbath and of the dietary laws, when, as every child, whose 
peaceful slumber has been disturbed by Zeppelins—this latest fruit of German 
culture—knows, the cduntry constantly is in serious danger. In presence of such 
danger of life it becomes our sacred duty doeverything in our power—even to kill 
our enemies—in order to avert such dangers, and, in such circumstances, to speak 
of religious scruples like Sabbath desecration and violation of dietary laws, would 
really be too absurd to be seriously discussed.

S1r,—I have read your “leader” on the Jewish conscientious objector on 
which I desire to offer a few remarks. The true patriot is he who does what hig 
conscience tells him is for the highest good of the state. There are those—both 
Jews and Christians—who conscientiously believe, that the organised killing of our 
fellow-men cannot lead to the highest good of any state. Conscience is a matter 
that cannot be settled by either governments, bishops or rabbis. It rests between 
the individual soul and its Maker. Decpest respect for those who have felt it to 
be their dutv to engage in the warfare. Most earnest prayer for dear ones in 
danger. Tenderest loving sympathy for those who mourn. But fairplay and 
toleration for those whose conscientious objection is mot, as the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE suggests, possibly the eating of the blood of animals, but the 
shedding of the blood of their fellow-men.

_ scruples to stand in the way if he felt that it was his unmistakable duty to join 


the forces. The dictum, 83°71 NM3207 N)5, alone would be sufficient to show 


anyone that the various laws and practices which make up the compléx of Jewish 


life may be conscientiously put aside in an emergency like the present. But the 
principles on which the Jewish ‘‘ Conscientious Objector” bases his objections 
are of a much more universal kind; they apply indiscrimately and are irrespective 
of any religious denomination. The Jewish objector, as well as the non-Jewish, 
believes that murder is murder, whether it be the outcome of a private hate or of 
a national grievance. His convictions, formed in peace time and adhered to in 
war time, do not permit him to believe that any national differences, however 
grievous and enormous, can sanction the loss of human lives. He regards war 
as an artificial method and an unwholesome method of settling national disputes, 
just as he regards the murder of one man by another as a crime, 


THE JEWISH IDEAL. | 
TO THE EDITOR.—From “ PEACE.” 


SiR,—Your remarks on the Jewish conscientious objector in your last issue 
call for some notice. There are very many citizens, and among them are Jews 
who will, under all circumstances and whatever the penalties, refuse to take part 
in the slaughter of their fellow-men. 

But the Jewish conscientious objector stands in a peculiarly paradoxical 
position. He belongs to a faith which had always laid particular stress on the 


ideal of peace; he belongs to a race which, amid a world of war and barbarism, » 
was the first to give forth the divine message of peace.} Yet, a Jew cannot now 


claim that he has a conscientious religious objection to fighting simply on the 
ground that he is a member of the Jewish community. Such a claim would not 
be recognised by the Jewish ecclesiastical authorities. Should not the fact that a 


- man is a Jew ipso facto proclaim that he cannot fight, just as the fact that a man 
is a Quaker proclaims that he has a religious objection to fighting ?. Let us so 


work that by the time the next war comes the position of the Jew will everywhere 


be recognised as a pacifist one that will not permit a Jew to fight under any 


circumstances. 


Can we consistently pray so often in our prayers for peace and at the same 
time fight? We may soon have an opportunity of showing the sincerity of our 
prayers for peace. Ifa Jewish State is founded in Palestine or elsewhere it can- 
not depend on armed forces for its defence. It will be a living witness to the fact 
which William Penn proved in his colony of Pennsylvania, that a State can sur- 
vive without an army Or a navy; it will hasten the day foretold by the Hebrew 
prophet when “the work of righteousness shall be peace, and the effect of 
righteousness quietness and assurance for ever. And My people shall dwell in a 
peaceful habitation, and in sure dwellings, and in quiet resting places.” 

[We sympathise entirely with the excellent sentiments expressed by our corre- 
spondents though we do not share them as a matter of “ practical. politics.” 

An evil force, like that of Germany, in the international relations of the world 

cannot be overcome by sentiment nor by putting into force only an ideal, to 


which, it is clear, mankind has not yet attained. But those Jews—like all ofany | 


faith—who hold conscientious objection to joining the fighting forces of the 
country on the ground of their conscientious objection, not specifically as 


Jews but as individuals, to all war in principle are provided for in the Govern- | 


ment Bill. Our-note was directed only to the conscientious objection which 
may be felt by Jews as Jews on the grounds we stated.—Epiror. |

Jean Bloch, and a Contrast. 


In the Daily Chronicle of Monday last there appeared an extremely instruc- 
tive article on the war from the pen of Mr. H. G. Wells, the gist of which is to 
show how the Allies especially, and the Germans as well, though less entirely, 


forgot the teachings concerning war of Jean Bloch, who concluded that war under . 


modern conditions was “played out,” because he could not conceive of people 
entering into a contest in which, by reason of entrenchment, the struggle was 
bound to be conclusive from the military point of view, and could only end in 
mutual exhaustion of the combatants. Mr, Wells shows how Bloch's forecast of 
modern warfare has been proved to the hilt, and he shows inferentially that it is 
more than probable that if all the nations had but recollected Bloch there would 
have been no war. 

The prophet who emerges with the most honour from the war (says Mr. Wells) is 
Bloch. It must be fifteen or sixteen years ago since this gifted Russian made his forecast 
of the future. | 7

distinguished we should have been told, what is the fact, that Jean Bloch wasa 
Russian Jew. We do not suppose Mr. Wells imagined for a moment that a Jew 
could have been so true a prophet—of war. -

of the fourth form, and who once expostulated when kicked ‘by some lusty fourth form 
boys who ought from their age to have been higher in the school, ‘‘ You must not kick 
me; I] am von shentlemans and my father vas a clergymans,"’ ali with a strong foreign 


accent. When pressed, somewhat severely, he admitted that he founded this claim on 
his Levitical descent... 


We know nothing of Levi Openbaum; but for anyone and above ali a — 


dignitary of the church so far to forget the elemental good manners and good 
taste imposed upon gentlemen as thus to speak of a man who, being dead cannot 
defend himself, is an exhibition of grossly bad conduct. The laughable nonsense 
about “ Levitical descent” relieves not in the least this shameful manifestation of 
anti-Jewish sentiment—in striking contrast, be it noted, with the doctrines to 
preach which the Dean of Exeter draws a large stipend each year. Truly there 
is muclt difference in preaching and practising. Vut the Dean’s bétise is a good 
example of the contrast with the way in which a Jew who is worthy is claimed to 
be anything but a Jew while one that is unworthy has the Jew marked deep upon 
him. Ob! for some Christian charity and common fairness !—Jewish World.

The twelfth annual report of the Union of Jewish Women states that at the 
beginning of 1915 the workLof the Union consisted primarily in dealing with 
refugees and with cases of distress arising from the war. By May, however, it 
was found that employment was plentiful and that very little distress existed. 
Even the refugees had mostly obtained engagements ; some were wholly, some 
were partly self-supporting. , 

he report mentions that owing 


to the war much of the assistance given by the valued correspondents has not been 
available, andin the provinces and in london there have been so little unemployment 
or change of residence that such help has not been much required. The War has again 
affected the Holiday Cottage at Leigh-on-Sea, where many of the Union's guests were 


unwilling to risk the chance of air-raids, such as occurred in the early summer, and

therefore the cottage has not been so much occupied as the Union had hoped. 


The Union has enrolled a large number of voluntary visitors for the work of 
hospital visitation. It was also asked by the Board of Trade to co-operate in 
circularising women and girls in order to urge them to enter their names on the 
War Register for Women, and to distribute the leaflets on “Supplies of Meat” 
and “Economy in Food.” It was requested to impress the necessity of thrift 
during war-time on all those whom it had an opportumity of influencing. 
Assistance in connection ‘with the National Registration Act was also enlisted for 
volunteers by the Union at the request of the Board of Trade. 

A list is given of the training which is now being given to girls, through loans. 

A report is also given of the war work carried out by the Union. It has 
assisted over 600 refugees since October, 1914. 

The balance-sheet this year shows a deficit, and the public is earnestly 
asked to support an organisation “which has shown powers of work and expansion, 
able to meet demands on it of an absolutely unique character.”
